SAMUEL R. BETTS 

(Reprinted from Yale Alumni Weekly, 
December 19, 1930) 

Samuel Rossiter Betts, Class of 
1875, died, of pneumonia, at his home 
in New York City on December 13th. 
He was prepared for college at thk 
Charlier School in New York and at 
the Mohegan Lake School. He 

received two first prizes in English 
composition in Sophomore year, oTation 
appointments in both Junior and Sen¬ 
ior years, and a Townsend Premium 
and a first college premium In 
English composition in Senior year, 
and he won a second prize at the 
Junior Exhibition and was a speaker 
at Commencement. He was the win¬ 
ner of the quarter-mile run in 1874, 
an editor of the Yale Record and a 
contributor’to the Yale Literary Maga¬ 
zine, and a Class historian, and he 
belonged to Kappa Sigma Epsilon, 
Phi Theta Psi, Delta Kappa Epsilon, 
and Scroll and Key. In 1919 he was 
elected a graduate member of the 
Elizabethan Club. Betts received the 
degree of LL.B. at Columbia in 1877, 
and following his admission to the 
New York Bar he was in the law 
office of Betts, Atterbury & Betts for 
three years, the members of the firm 
being Frederic H. Betts anc^,Charles 
L. Atterbury, botfo ’64, and C. Wyl- 
lys Betts, ’67. He wal a member of
